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-ANSWERS TO SOME QUESTIONS. 


All plants, shrubs, or trees offered in this catalogue can be planted with success in the spring. 

The planting season varies; sometimes beginning as early as March 20, sometimes as late as April 6. 

For fall planting the best results are obtained with Herbaceous Perennials, from September 15 to November 1. 
They should be protected with a mulching of pine needles or some other like material. 

Tf it is desired to plant Evergreens in the fall they should be planted the last week in August or the first week in 
September. Here the percentage of loss on Evergreens peed in the fall es always been much laiges than on the 
same stock planted in the spring. 

All deciduous shrubs and trees, including all the fruits of fered, can be planted in the fall as readily as in the spring. 
These are generally ripened enough to ship from October 20 to November 1; but occasionally these dates must be 
advanced. From the time they are ripe until the ground is frozen it is perfectly safe to plant; the later the better. 


Azaleas, Hybrid Roses and Rhododendrons should be Pia nigy in the spring only, 


Planting:—Puddle every plant in mud about the Cones of thick cream. Let the hole be large enough to take the 
roots easily. Tamp the earth in about the roots as firmly as you would set a fence post. This for thoroughly 


well cultivated ground. If the ground is sod; trench to the depth of two feet, leaving the fine soil on top. Single 


trees or shrubs planted in sod; make the hole at least three feet in diameter and two feet deep; PR the sod in 
bottom of the hole and use the fine soil to plant the tree. 


Manure:—Well rotted stable manure the best; hard ‘wood ashes spony) if you cannot get any of these, use any com-— 


mercial fertilizer. 
Starved plants will not thrive. Plants overgrown with weeds and grass will not grow. They & should be hoed once 
in ten days. ; ; .
